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Don't panic 
over virus, 
officials say 

flu outbreak Frightened 
residents need not hit the 
panic button, despite four 
more confirmed Alberta 
cases of a flu that is 
suspected to have killed at 
least 176 people, health of¬ 
ficials said yesterday. 

“Live your life 
normally,” Health Minister 
Ron Liepert said. 

The World Health 
Organization has stopped 
using the term “swine flu” 
to tag the virus, to avoid 
confusion over the danger 
posed by pigs. 

Officially dubbed 
“influenza A” by the 
WHO, the virus has infect¬ 
ed four young adults from 
Calgary — three men and 
one woman — who recent¬ 
ly returned from a 
Mexican vacation. 

“I know there is some 
angst in the public, and I 
would suggest that noth¬ 
ing has changed in the 
past couple days, other 
than a couple of new inci¬ 
dents,” Liepert said. 

All four infected 
suffered “mild courses of 
illness.” 

Despite predictions of 
more cases in Alberta, offi¬ 
cials say not to panic, as 
the six confirmed 
infections have behaved 
like common flu bugs.

On track for transit cash 

Ottawa, province join mayor in initiative to improve service

Ottawa and the province 
are on board with Mayor 
Stephen Mandel’s push to 
improve the city’s transit 
services. 

All three levels of govern¬ 
ment will contribute $100 
million each for the $300- 
million in transit projects 
that the city has identified 
as top priorities for Edmon¬ 
ton. 

“You have to find a way to 
make these things happen 
and it was done fairly quick¬ 
ly,” said Mandel, who told 


reporters getting fast track 
funding from both govern¬ 
ments was difficult in the 
past. 

“I am glad we were able 
to set up some kind of 
agreement ... This is really 
good for the city.” 

Those priorities include 
adding station upgrades 
that will lengthen plat¬ 
forms along the city’s south 
LRT line, adding three new 
park and ride centres and 
extending the city’s north 
line from Clareview to Gor¬ 
man Towne Centre. 

Mandel said the projects 
would enhance transit serv¬ 
ices and it would make the

city’s roadways a little easi¬ 
er for motorists to navigate 
during rush hour. 

“This will be a transit sys¬ 
tem that will work for 
everybody,” said Mandel 
during the announcement. 

Ottawa is kicking in the 
money from its $12 billion 
economic action plan to 


build new infrastructure 
across the country over the 
next two years, and the tim¬ 
ing for transit upgrades in 
Edmonton is perfect, said 
federal Infrastructure Minis¬ 
ter Rona Ambrose. 

“This is a great opportuni¬ 
ty to invest right now be¬ 
cause we now have some 
lower costs on the labour 
side and construction side,” 
said Ambrose. 

“(In a recession), it’s a 
win-win situation to put 
people back to work.” 

Premier Ed Stelmach said 
the investment would help 
support 80,000 jobs in Al¬ 
berta’s economy that has 


been slowly heading to a 
halt because of the global 
recession. 

“When the economy re¬ 
covers, we know we are go¬ 
ing to need that infrastruc¬ 
ture,” said Stelmach. 

“We’re going to need the 
roads, we are going to need 
the LRT and we’re going to 
need the public facilities. 
Now is the time to get value 
for the dollar.” 

Some of the work is ex¬ 
pected to start as soon as 
this summer.

ENVIRONMENT Canada’s 
species at highest risk — cari¬ 
bou, spotted owls and the 
freshwater kidneyshell mussel 
— remain under threat 
because the federal 
government is failing to use its 
own laws to protect them, says 
a coalition of environmental 
groups. A report card by envi¬ 
ronmentalists gave Canada a 
failing grade for “ducking its 
own laws” by not using the 
safeguards in its Species At 
Risk Act. “In the absence of 
habitat protection for at-risk 
species, habitat degradation 
continues," says the report by 
Ecojustice, the David Suzuki 
Foundation, Nature Canada 
and Environmental Defence.

DRUG USE Many teenagers 
who smoke marijuana are try¬ 
ing to find a way to cope with 
mental and physical problems, 
not to get high, Canadian 
researchers said.

Flu cases mount, 
more expected 


H 1 N 1 influenza A, more 
commonly called swine 
flu, continues to march 
across Canada with 34 con¬ 
firmed, but mild cases 
across five provinces — 
and infectious disease ex¬ 
perts say this may be the 
tip of the iceberg. 

In Canada, there have 
been 15 new confirmed pos¬ 
itive cases since Wednes¬ 
day, bringing the total to 34. 
British Columbia has five 
new cases and Alberta four. 
There are another four in 
Nova Scotia, one in Ontario 


and one in Quebec. But 
more cases are expected as 
test results from nasal swab 
samples become available. 

In Vernon, B.C., 500 stu¬ 
dents at a French immer¬ 
sion elementary school 
were sent home for the 
week after one of 
their classmates tested posi¬ 
tive. 

The virus originated in 
pigs, and has genes from 
human, bird and pig virus¬ 
es. Scientists don’t know ex¬ 
actly how it jumped to hu¬ 
mans.

Relationships tricky for kids, too 



dating Abuse, betrayal 
and confusion can hap¬ 
pen in any relationship 
but when those things 
happen to kids, the anxi¬ 
ety and pain can feel all 
too difficult to bear. 

Shannon Freud, 32, 
works as a counsellor at 
Kids Help Phone and says 
for many kids relation¬ 
ships are a difficult sea to 


navigate because their 
feelings can be new, 
untested and uncertain. 

“The teenage years are a 
time when kids are trying 
to figure out what it 
means to be in a relation¬ 
ship and how they feel 
about being in a relation¬ 
ship. It’s definitely some¬ 
thing that’s very concern¬ 
ing for a kid,” Freud said.

Whether it’s a caller 
asking if it’s normal for a 
boyfriend to call her ver¬ 
bally abusive names or a 
kid trying to decipher why 


a relationship doesn’t feel 
right, Freud hears from 
many kids who suffer be¬ 
cause they just don’t 
have the same life 
experiences as 
adults to 
draw 
on 


when identifying and solv¬ 
ing relationship issues. 

“The more relationships 
an individual has, the 
more they learn about 
how to communicate in 
one. Kids really need to 
have that life experience 
to learn what works and 
what doesn’t in relation¬ 
ships,” Freud said. 

Freud says difficult or 
abusive relationships in 
the teenage world often 
mirror those in the adult 
world, leaving many kids 
without the tools they 
need to cope. 

“We often see the same 
issues and kids might be 
unsure of how to express 
themselves,” she said. 

Helping kids resolve 
their relationship issues 
is particularly crucial in 
situations of verbal or 
emotional abuse because 
such behaviour could 
quickly turn violent. 

“If two people are 
in a relationship 
and they’re ver¬ 
bally and emo¬ 
tionally abusive to 
one another, 
there’s always the 
chance things could 
get physically abusive at 
some point,” Freud said. 
In cases of serious abuse, 
both physical and emo¬ 
tional, sometimes the 
best answer is to 
get help and 
keep 
away. 

“If you 
leave the sit¬ 


uation, that 
cuts out an opportunity to 
hurt you. They can’t hit 
you if you’re not there 
and the longer you stay in 
an abusive relationship, 
the harder it is to get 
out,” Freud said. 

The first step for many 
kids in dealing with dat¬ 
ing and relationship is¬ 
sues is to speak to some¬ 
one like a counsellor at 
Kids Help Phone who has 
the life experience and 
tools necessary to help. 
All calls are confidential 
and counsellors encour¬ 
age kids only to talk about 
what they want to talk 
about, no 
matter 
how 
mi¬ 
nor 
(or 
ma¬ 
jor) 
their 

problems may be. 

“Kids can call us and 
talk about what they’re 
going through and what 
they’re feeling in their re¬ 
lationships. 

We’re here 
for them 
24/7 to 
help them 
figure all 
that stuff 
out,” Freud 
said.

Flu could be 
'drastic*: IMF 


The economic impact from 
the swine flu outbreak 
could be "quite drastic” in 
some countries, the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund’s 
chief economist said 
Thursday.

Endowment for Interna¬ 
tional Peace in Washing¬ 
ton, IMF chief economist 
Olivier Blanchard said it 
was clear that tourism vol¬ 
umes will be affected. He 
indicated it was too early 
to say what the impact of 
the outbreak will be on the 
global economy, which is 
already in a recession. 

Mexico urged people to 
stay home for a five-day 
partial shutdown of the 
economy, and its central 
bank warned the outbreak 
could deepen the recession.

-hree years ago I 

was the publisher 
of a magazine that 
printed pictures of 
some Danish car¬ 
toons of Muhammad. They 
were newsworthy because 
those cartoons sparked ri¬ 
ots in the Muslim world 
that killed more than 100 
people. We wanted to 
show our readers what all 


the fuss was about. 

But by doing so, I was 
charged by the govern¬ 
ment of Alberta with “hate 
speech,” and prosecuted 
for 900 days by 15 govern¬ 
ment lawyers and bureau¬ 
crats at Alberta’s human 
rights commission (HRC). I 
was finally acquitted, but 
not before spending 
$100,000 in legal fees. 

Funny: I thought free¬ 
dom of speech, freedom of 
the press and freedom of 
religion were human 
rights! 

While I was being hunt¬ 


ed by the government be¬ 
cause of my political views, 
I researched these HRCs 
and discovered a whole un¬ 
derground legal system — 
14 commissions across the 
country, with 1,000 full¬ 
time staff, and an annual 
budget of $200 million. 
HRCs rarely make the 
news, and their procedures 
are nothing like real 
courts. They’re not even 
run by real judges, and 
they lack the procedural 
checks and balances to 
make sure we don’t com¬ 
mit injustices. 


Perhaps the most terrify¬ 
ing thing I learned in my 
research was that in the 32 
years that the federal Cana¬ 
dian Human Rights Com¬ 
mission has been prosecut¬ 
ing “hate speech” cases, not 
a single person had ever 
been acquitted of the 
charge. A 100 per cent con¬ 
viction rate is something 
you’d expect from a coun¬ 
try like China or Iran, not 
Canada. Then again, ban¬ 
ning words — even offen¬ 
sive words — isn’t a Cana¬ 
dian tradition, either. We 
debate people we disagree 


with, or we ignore them. 
We don’t have the govern¬ 
ment prosecute them. 

My case, and a similar 
case involving Mark Steyn 
and Maclean’s magazine, 
brought the hidden worlds 
of HRCs into the light. 
Since then, politicians and 
journalists alike have con¬ 
demned them for their un- 
Canadian attempts to cen¬ 
sor citizens. 

Freedom of speech is 
something we take for 
granted, so we rarely think 
about it. But the price of 
freedom is eternal vigi¬ 


lance. 

We’ve got to reform 
these HRCs, to get them 
out of the censorship busi¬ 
ness. And we’ve got to re¬ 
mind Canada’s other cen¬ 
sors — from university 
“speech code” enforcers to 
the radio and TV regula¬ 
tors at the CRTC — that 
freedom is a Canadian val¬ 
ue and we won’t give it up 
easily.

Target renters to reduce voter apathy 



Edmonton’s recently an¬ 
nounced tax hikes, and 
their disproportionate ef¬ 
fect on apartment dwellers, 
provide an opportunity to 
strengthen the democratic 
process. 

In the last provincial elec¬ 
tion only 41 per cent of eli¬ 
gible voters cast ballots. As 
you may recall, many peo¬ 
ple saw this as the end of 


democracy as we know it, 
and there was much specu¬ 
lation as to why that was 
the case. 

On one side, there were 
those who said it indicated 
people were happy with 
things the way they were. 
On the opposite side, oth¬ 
ers said it was indicative of 
voters not believing that 
casting a ballot would 
make any difference in the 
way the province was run. 

What then does a voter 
turnout of 26.8 per cent of 
eligible voters in the last 
civic election say about 
how we feel about our city 
and the likelihood of being 
able to create any real 
change? 


The question becomes, 
what do we know about 
those people who actually 
voted? Though you would 
be unlikely to look at elec¬ 
tion results poll by poll, if 
you did, one thing would 
become readily apparent. 
Voter turnout is highest in 
areas with single family 
homes. Turnout is lowest in 
areas with a high propor¬ 
tion of renters. 

This should come as no 
surprise. Home and condo 
owners receive a tax bill 
each year and are, there¬ 
fore, much more likely to 
want a say in how their city 
is being run and how their 
tax dollars are being spent. 

Apartment dwellers re¬ 


ceive no such notice and are 
likely unaware of how 
much of their rent goes to 
paying civic taxes on the 
buildings in which they live. 

I would think that it 
would be worthwhile for 
organizations such as the 
Edmonton Apartment Asso¬ 
ciation to let tenants know 
how much indirect civic tax 
they are paying for the 
pleasure of renting. 

Doing so would not only 
serve the needs of the land¬ 
lord, it just might increase 
the turnout in civic elec¬ 
tions.

Drugstores 
kept busy by

retail Fear of swine flu has 
led to a brisk uptick in 
business at U.S. and Cana¬ 
dian drugstore chains as 
hand sanitizers and face 
masks fly off the shelves. 

“Sales are brisk for 
items such as hand sanitiz¬ 
ers, anti-bacterial soap and 
protective masks and 
gloves,” CVS Caremark 
Corp. spokesman Mike 
DeAngelis said. 

CVS also said it was see¬ 
ing increased demand for 
the antiviral drug Tamiflu, 
“particularly in markets 
where there are confirmed 
cases of H1N1 flu virus.” 

Pharmacy chain The 
Rite Aid Corp. said the an¬ 
tivirals that appear to be 
effective against the strain 
of flu — Tamiflu and 
Relenza — are available in 
about 98 per cent of its 
nearly 4,900 stores, up 
from about 84 per cent. 

Ride Aid said it is also 
working with suppliers to 
keep replenishing its stock 
of face masks and hand 
sanitizers. 

Similar increases in de¬ 
mand are being seen in 
Canada, say spokesmen 
for Shoppers Drug Mart 
and Wal-Mart Canada. 

“We’re well stocked 
with backup product on 
the way,” said Wal-Mart 
Canada’s Kevin Groh.

Leading the charge in 
three popular X-Men 
movies turned Wolverine 
(and actor Hugh Jackman) 
into one of Hollywood’s 
most alluring big-screen 
superheroes. Now, with 
his origin on-screen for all 
to see, a mostly uninspired 
movie may nullify the mu¬ 
tant’s mystique. 

In fact, although Wolver¬ 
ine is jam-packed with ac¬ 
tion and eye-catching spe¬ 
cial effects, at 108 minutes 
(modest compared to most 
superhero movies), it may 
actually suffer from its 
own succinctness. 

It all begins with an en¬ 


gaging prologue set in 
1845, after young James 
Logan tragically discovers 
the spiky claws that occa¬ 
sionally protrude from his 
knuckles. 

From there, director 
Gavin Hood (Tsotsi) treats 
us to a stylish but inexpli¬ 
cable decades-spanning 
credit sequence featuring 
Logan and his brother Vic¬ 
tor (whose mutant gifts in¬ 
clude the razor-sharp “fin¬ 
gernails of a bag lady”) bat¬ 
tling together through the 


Civil War, two World Wars 
and Vietnam. 

They’re either immortal, 
or extremely youthful- 
looking for their age, we’re 
to presume.

Stryker’s deceptive experi¬ 
ment to enhance mutant 
powers. 

Several other mutants 
pop up along the way (in¬ 
cluding the as-yet un¬ 
named character Cyclops) 
but as mildly-amusing as 
their appearances are, 
many seem extraneous or 
simply underdeveloped. 
As well, hardcore fans 
may take issue with a few 
liberties in the folklore. 

While Wolverine may

(several shades paler and a 


good head shorter than 
McConaughey) and pro¬ 
ceeds to bah-humbug the 
whole celebration in a not- 
terribly-convincing down- 
with-love drunken tirade. 

Of course, there to chal¬ 
lenge his status quo is the 
one who got away, played 
begrudgingly by Jennifer 
Garner. 

After a particularly im¬ 
pressive scotch intake, Con¬ 
nor runs into the ghost of 
his dead uncle (Michael 
Douglas), who warns him 
that he will be visited by 
three ... well, you know the 
rest. The ensuing flashbacks 
serve solely to make fun of 
hairstyles and music from 
the past 25 years, which are 
apparently funny only be¬ 
cause they are no longer 
popular.

Full power to superhero spinoffs

ust as Maude spun off 
from the sitcom All in 
the Family, superhero 
characters have often 
left the safety of the 
ensemble to strike out on 
their own. This weekend 
Wolverine leaves the com¬ 
fort of Professor Charles 
Xavier’s School for Gifted 
(read: Mutant) Youngsters 
to headline his own movie, 
X-Men Origins: Wolverine. 

It’s not uncommon for 
television and movie char¬ 
acters to appear in spin¬ 
offs, but why does the com¬ 
ic book world seem to 
spawn more ancillary proj¬ 
ects than any other genre? 

“Because superhero 
movies are based on strong 
characters with rich histo¬ 


ries it's almost impossible to 
fit all the most compelling 
aspects of these heroes and 
their key stories into one 
film,” says watchtowerpod- 
cast.com comic book expert 
Jeff Moss. “That’s especially 
true in the case of ‘team’ 
stories. Even some of the pe¬ 
ripheral characters in the X- 
Men universe have deep 
back-stories that would 
make for great movies.” 

Among the first of those 
deep back stories produc¬ 
ers tried to exploit sprung 
from the phenomenally 
successful Christopher 
Reeve Superman movies. 
1984’s Supergirl is the sto¬ 
ry of Superman’s cousin 
Kara Zor-El, (Canadian He¬ 
len Shaver in her big 
screen debut), who leaves 
her isolated Kryptonian 
home to reclaim the pow¬ 
erful Omegahedron orb 
(which can infuse an artifi¬ 
cial structure with life) 
from the evil witch Selena 
(Faye “I’m considering 
nothing less than world 
domination” Dunaway). 
Unlike its male oriented

predecessors, it was a criti¬ 
cal debacle, but grabbed 
the number one slot at the 
box office on its opening 
weekend nonetheless. 

Another female super¬ 
hero spinoff didn’t even 
fare as well as Supergirl. 
Elektra, an offshoot from 
the 2003 movie Daredevil, 
should have been a slam 
dunk for star Jennifer Gar¬ 
ner. Coming off the success 
of her butt-kiclcing secret 
agent series Alias, she 
should have aced the role 
of Elektra, an international 
assassin whose dispatches 


enemies with a deadly dag¬ 
ger, but audiences stayed 
away. On its opening week¬ 
end it ranked fifth at the 
box office and only earned 
a 34 per cent rating on 
Metacritic. 

Catwoman, Halle Berry’s 
Batman spinoff, was an 
even bigger disaster, even 
ranking on Roger Ebert’s 
list of most hated films. 
Beriy acknowledged the 
film’s failure when she ac¬ 
cepted the Golden Rasp- 
beriy for Worst Actress. “I 
want to thank Warner 
Brothers. Thank you for 
putting me in a piece of 
sh—, god-awful movie...” 

The ultimate superhero 
spin off and comic fan 
geek-out, however, is yet to 
come. The Avengers, fea¬ 
turing an all-star line-up 
including Hulk, Iron Man, 
Thor, Ant Man and Captain 
America, already has a con¬ 
firmed released date of 
May 4, 2012.

Green Day ready to 
release Breakdown 


Picking up the pieces 



B ack in the spring of 
2004, when I heard 
that Green Day was 
going to launch a 
comeback with a 
punk rock opera, I kinda 
snorted. In my defence, so 
did a lot of other people. 

The general consensus 
was that Green Day was on 
the downside of its career, 
soon to be relegated to “’90s 
at noon” request shows. 
Sure, the kids seemed to dig 
the band when it went out 
on tour with Blink 182. And 
yeah, that greatest hits 
record did well. But to re¬ 
suscitate a career with a 
punk rock opera? Seriously? 

Even insiders didn’t ex¬ 
press much confidence. Se¬ 
cret reservations — never 
confirmed and always de¬ 
nied — were whispered 
that this CD would be lucky 
to sell 75,000 copies in 
Canada. 

All this seems silly now. 
American Idiot became a 
mega-selling Bush-bashing 
opus that not only captured 
a surly public’s mood dur¬ 
ing W’s second term but al¬ 
so the travesty that fol¬ 
lowed Hurricane Katrina 
with Wake Me Up When 
September Ends. The CD is 
within a hair’s breadth of 
selling a million copies in 
Canada alone. Add in the 
six million(-ish) units sold in 
the U.S. and many more 
around the world — well, 
don’t we all look foolish for 
having doubted Billie Joe 
and Co.? 

So what do you do for an

encore? A sequel. Naturally. 

Two weeks from today, 
Green Day gets the equiva¬ 
lent of a holiday weekend 
movie opening for the re¬ 
lease of 21st Century Break¬ 
down. Hopes are so high 
that the band’s label can’t 
wait until the usual Tuesday 
to get the record out. I don’t 
blame them. I’ve heard the 
album and I think it’s bril¬ 
liant. The libretto for 21st 
Century Breakdown is built 
around two American kids, 
Christian (a “kamikaze ni¬ 
hilist”) and Gloria (a naive 
idealist). Together, the 
young couple are left to 
make sense of the world 
wrought by their 43rd presi¬ 
dent. Their story is told 
through three acts and 17 
songs. It’s filled with com¬ 
plex movements, delicate 
piano breaks, Beatles-esque 
moments and the kind of 
anthemic stuff that’ll drive 
concert security forces 
crazy. 

Butch Vig — the knob 
twiddler behind Nirvana’s 
Nevermind — must have 
had the time of his life (no 
pun intended) producing 
this record. This is a tight, 
taunt, tense record, but one 
that still manages to end on 
a positive note. 

I’m sorry I doubted you, 
Green Day. Won’t happen 
again.

Lady Sovereign returns revitalized with new album Jigsaw

Riding on a wave of hype 
after her Jay-Z-endorsed 
signing to Def Jam Record¬ 
ings, the British rapper 
buckled under the pres¬ 
sure in the most public of 
ways. She ranted about 
being broke and de¬ 
pressed onstage in 
Brooklyn, N.Y., 
abandoning her set 
after two songs to a 
sea ofjeers.

Fava Bean, 

Shrimp and Feta 
Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 can (19 oz / 540 ml) fava 
beans 

2-3 sprigs of fresh mint 
1/2 lb (250 g) feta cheese 
1/2 lb (250 g) peeled, 
cooked shrimp 
FOR DRESSING: 

1 large lemon 

6 tbsp (90 ml) extra virgin 

olive oil 

1 clove garlic 

Salt and black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Put kettle of water on to 
boil. Put beans into pot 
with sprig of mint. Cover 
with boiling water and 
simmer 6 minutes. Drain 
and rinse beans, then 
drain again. 

2. Drain and dice cheese. 


Put into salad bowl; add 
shrimp. 

3. For dressing, squeeze 
1/2 lemon, mix 2 tbsp (25 
ml) juice with olive oil, 
then peel garlic and crush 
into the dressing. Rinse, 
dry and finely chop 
remaining mint and whisk 
into dressing. Season with 
salt and pepper to taste. 

4. Add drained beans to 
cheese and shrimp and 
stir in dressing. Serve with 
wedges cut from remain¬ 
ing 1/2 lemon.
